In lier 88 years, Florence Siegel has learned how to relax: 
A glass of red wine. A crisp copy of The New York Times, 
if she can wrest it from her husband. Some classical music, 
preferably Bach. And every night like clockwork, she lifts a 
pipe to her lips and smokes marijuana. 

Long a fixture among young people, use of the country’s 
most popular illicit drug is now growing among the AARP 
set, as the massive generation of baby boomers who came of 
age in the 1960s and ’70s grows older. 

The number of people age 50 and older reporting 
marijuana use in the prior year went up from 1.9 percent 
to 2.9 percent from 2002 to 2008, according to surveys 
from the Substance Abuse and Mental Health Services 
Administration. 

The rise was most dramatic among 55- to 59 -year-olds, 
whose reported marijuana use more than tripled from 
1.6 percent in 2002 to 5.1 percent. 

Observers expect 
further increases as 
78 million boomers 
born between 1945 
and 1964 age. For 
many boomers, the 
drug has never held 
the stigma it did for 
previous genera- 
tions, and they tried 
it decades ago. 

Some have used it 
ever since, while oth- 
ers are revisiting the 
habit in retirement, 
either for recreation 
or as a way to cope 
with the aches and 
pains of aging. 

Siegel walks with a 
cane and has arthritis 
in her back and legs. 

She finds marijuana 
has helped her sleep 
better than pills ever 
did. And she can’t figure out why everyone her age isn’t shar- 
ing a joint, too. 

“They’re missing a lot of fun and a lot of relief,” she said. 

Politically advocates for legalizing marijuana say the num- 
ber of older users could represent an important shift in their 
decades-long push to change the laws. 

“For the longest time, our political opponents were older 
Americans who were not familiar with marijuana and had 
lived through the ‘Reefer Madness’ mentality and they consid- 
ered marijuana a very dangerous drug,” said Keith Stroup, the 
founder and lawyer of NORML, a marijuana advocacy group. 

“Now, whether they resume the habit of smoking or 
whether they simply understand that it’s no big deal and 
that it shouldn’t be a crime, in large numbers they’re on our 
side of the issue.” 

Each night, Stroup, 66, says he sits down to the evening 
news, pours himself a glass of wine and rolls a joint. He’s used 
the drug since he was a freshman at Georgetown, but many 
older adults are revisiting marijuana after years away 

“The kids are grown, they’re out of school, you’ve got time 
on your hands and frankly it’s a time when you can really 
enjoy marijuana,” Stroup said. “Food tastes better, music 
sounds better, sex is more enjoyable.”

Some riders say 
bus commutes a 
pain In the Tracker 


Nena Jordan of Logan Square said service 
cuts to her commute— two buses and two 
trains— have been aggravated by the one 
technology that is supposed to make com- 
muting easier: CTA’s Bus Tracker, 

“For some reason Bus Tracker kept lying 
to me,” Jordan, 24, wrote to Going Public, 
“Every time I tried to track a bus it was at 
least 10-15 minutes behind the actual time it 
came,” 

Jordan was just one of a few CTA riders 
who have expressed frustration to GP that 
the CTAs Bus Tracker has been a little, er, 
off track in the wake of the service cuts that 
took effect Feb, 7, During the first week of

the cuts, CTA customer service received 
eight complaints about inaccurate or inacces- 
sible Bus Tracker information, up from three complaints the previous 
week, CTA spokeswoman Sheila Gregory said. 

Gregory blamed the increase in the number of complaints on the 
service changes as well as on a snowstorm that affected road conditions 
and travel times the third day of the cuts. There also were two separate 
days this month in which Bus Tracker was not available for about two 
hours because of network problems, Gregory said. 

But there also are a few glitches in the Bus Tracker system. The esti- 
mated arrival times provided through Bus Tracker reflect approaching 
buses for a particular bus stop within a 30 -minute time frame, Gregory 


said. 


Therefore, if a rider is traveling along a route where the frequency of 
service is every 20 minutes and the next approaching bus encounters a 
delay, the message “no arrival times available” will appear, Gregory said. 
The CTA is evaluating whether the prediction time frame can be 
extended, Gregory said Also, Bus Tracker estimated arrival times may 
not be accurately reflected if unplanned or short-term reroutes occur, 
she said.

<HE LOVED PEOPLE’ 


Chicago police sergeant the first 
officer to die in line of duty this year

As a third-generation Chicago cop, Sgt. Alan 
Haymaker knew the dangers of his work, 
but a deep faith guided him, colleagues and 
friends say 

Just last December, after two decades of 
working in some of the city’s most violent 
areas. Haymaker, 56, transferred to a seem- 
ingly safer district. 

But in the early-morning hours Monday, 
after a heavy snow had blanketed the city, he 
was killed in the line of duty after he spun out 
his squad car on an apparently icy exit ramp 
on Lake Shore Drive. Haymaker, assigned to 
work the street on the overnight shift in the 
Town Hall District, was responding to a call 
of a burglary in progress when he crashed, 
officials said. 

The car smashed into a tree and pole, 
trapping him inside, said James Jackson, 
an assistant police superintendent. He was 
pronounced dead about 2 1/2 hours later. An 
autopsy is scheduled for Tuesday 


“Icy road condi- 
tions were a factor,” 

Jackson told report- 
ers. “Words cannot 
express the sorrow 
we feel at his loss.” 

Haymaker, the first officer to die in the 
line of duty this year, was southbound on 
Lake Shore Drive at about 5:30 a.m. when 
he responded to the burglary at a cell-phone 
store in the 3100 block of North Clark Street. 
He lost control on ice as he exited at Irving 
Park Road, according to witnesses. 

Hours after the accident, tire tracks lead- 
ing to a badly damaged tree could still be seen 
in the snow Alight pole also was toppled. 

Chicago Fire Department personnel 
worked for 30 minutes to extricate Haymaker, 
who was wearing a seat belt. 

Chicago police are investigating the bur- 
glary at the store as well as the car crash. A 
store window was shattered, and thieves 
made off with phones. Video surveillance of 


a van possibly used in the burglary was being 
checked, a police source said. 

Cell-phones stores have been targeted in 
the area, and detectives were pulling files 
to look for crews using similar patterns to 
Monday’s break-in, police said. 

Haymaker joined the department in late 
1988, making a sharp career change from his 
work as an associate pastor at a Northwest 
Side evangelical church. He had attended 
Moody Bible Institute and Trinity Evangelical 
University 

He worked for 10 years in the Austin 
District, a higher-crime area where his assign- 
ments included the patrol wagon and the 
overnight shift. 

“He loved people,” said his brother-in-law, 
Ron Vogelpohl. “It didn’t matter to him who 
you were. He cared about prostitutes and 
treated them as human beings.” 

Haymaker was promoted to sergeant in 
1999. Co-workers in the Austin District 
remembered him as a laid-back and thought- 
ful boss who respected their efforts and never 
yelled. He was a mentor to younger officers. 

“He was proud of being a cop,” Vogelpohl 
said. “I admired him.”

Riders still 
coping with 

CTA cuts

Talks quickly have hit a standstill between 
the CTA and its unions over how to reverse 
service cuts and rehire laid-off employees, 
but many transit riders are adapting to the 
new reality 

“I just get really cozy with the people next 
to me,” Caitlin Wilkes, 24, said Monday as 
she waited to catch the No. 148 Clarendon 
Michigan Express bus, at Irving Park Road 
and Marine Drive, at the start of the third 
week of the cutbacks. 

Although the bus arrives less frequently 
during the morning rush, she monitors its 
progress using CTA Bus Tracker on her cell 
phone to time her arrival at the bus stop. If it 
is too crowded, she uses alternate bus routes 
that still bring her into the Loop at about 
the same time, she said. 

“You just adapt to it. What else are you 
going to do?” said Wilkes, who works at 
Northwestern University’s Feinberg School 
of Medicine. “We all have to get to work.” 

Union leaders who are fiercely resisting 
contract concessions proposed by CTA 
management agreed Monday that fears 
about transportation gridlock have been 
unfounded and the effects of the service 
cuts generally are limited to more crowded 
buses and trains as well as longer waits. 

CTA officials credited the relative smooth 
operations to a team effort by bus and train 
operators and CTA supervisors. 

“We’ve been managing this aggressively 
since it started and we continue to work to 
ensure we have the resources in all the right 
spots,” CTA President Rich Rodriguez 
said. 

New data indicate riders are sticking with 
the transit system. Overall, CTA ridership 
declined only 0.4 percent last week com- 
pared to the same week a year ago, officials 
said. Ridership on trains increased 3.2 per- 
cent last week, while bus ridership decreased 
2.5 percent, officials said. 

RULING: CTA SNOW REMOVAL 
ARRANGEMENT NOT KOSHER 

The CTA is violating a long-standing 
agreement with its rail employees union by 
contracting out snow-removal work at train 
stations, according to an arbitrator’s decision.

Lawmakers: Responses

WASHINGTON Toyota “consistently dis- 
missed” the possibility that electronics 
flaws caused unintended acceleration in its 
vehicles, and made misleading statements on 
the adequacy of recalls, two U.S. lawmakers 
said Monday 

“Our preliminary assessment is that Toyota 
resisted the possibility that electronic defects 
could cause safety concerns, relied on a flawed 
engineering report and made misleading pub- 
lic statements concerning the adequacy of 
recent recalls,” House Energy and Commerce 
Committee Chairman Henry Waxman and 
Bart Stupak, head of a subcommittee, said 
Monday in a letter to U.S. sales unit president 
Jim Lentz. 

The lawmakers also called U.S. regulators’

27 civilians in central Afghanistan,

commander, U.S. 
Gen. Stanley McChrystal, apologized to 
the Afghan president, NATO said. 

The Afghanistan Council of Ministers 
strongly condemned the airstrike Sunday 
in Uruzgan province, calling it “unjustifi- 
able.” 

It said reports indicated that NATO 
planes fired at a convoy of three vehicles, 
killing at least 27 people, including four 
women and a child, and injuring 12 others. 

The airstrike was not related to the 
massive ongoing NATO offensive on the 
southern Taliban stronghold of Marjah in 
neighboring Helmand province. 

But it could still hurt government and 
NATO efforts to win support from the 
local population in their fight against 
Taliban militants.

IN CHICAGO, WHO HAS 
ROOM FOR A FIFTH WHEEL 
IN THE APARTMENT?

The final straw for Derek Kolb was when he 
realized his roommate’s girlfriend had more 
personal care items in his bathroom than he 
did. 

“She had every product and straightener 
under the sun,” the 28 -year-old server said. “It 
was on the counters, in the shower, in the cabi- 
nets ... everywhere.” 

But it wasn’t just her annexing of the bath- 
room Kolb shared with his roommate that 
caused him to resent the girlfriend. It was 
that she made herself an unofficial permanent 
guest by camping out at their three-bedroom 
Bucktown apartment for as long as a week at a 
time — even while her boyfriend was at work. 

“She’d say, ‘I guess it’s just you and me today, 
huh?’ ” Kolb recalled, adding that she was 
unemployed and often would just watch him 
while he played video games or used his laptop 
in the living room, refusing to take the hint that 
her welcome was officially worn out. 

As winter stretches on, apartments across 
Chicago may seem a little bit more crowded 
with the addition of a fifth wheel who isn’t 
paying rent— or leaving anytime soon. When 
a friend’s love interest is shacking up in the 
shared space, it can be stressful on many fronts 
for the odd man (or woman) out. And while the 
letter of the law for long-term guests varies on a 
case-by-case basis, don’t count on your landlord 
to give unwanted guests the boot for you. Mark 
Silverman, an attorney who represents tenants 
in his own practice, told RedEye that even 
though many standard leases prohibit guests 
from staying for more than seven days in a row, 
most landlords will not enforce the rule. 

While it may seem obvious that excessive 
visits from a guest who’s not on a lease might

cause domestic distress for the other room- 
mates, sometimes love is blind. In fact, bliss- 
fully unaware couples may not even notice if 
they’re seriously cramping the fifth wheel’s 
living situation, says Jeffrey Sumber, a licensed 
therapist based in Chicago. 

‘Attached roommates might act slightly more 
selfish because they’re less concerned about 
having to maintain other friendships since they 
tend to believe their current relationship will 
never end,” Sumber said. 

For some, the balancing act isn’t as tough. 


Jessica Rodd, who shares a two-bedroom apart- 
ment with her best friend from college, said she 
even enjoys when her roommate’s boyfriend 
comes to spend the night— on average, once or 
twice a week. 

“Sometimes we even tag team against my 
roommate and veto her choice of TV shows,” 
said Rodd, who lives in Lincoln Park.” I don’t 
mind his presence at all, but I might feel differ- 
ently if he was over constantly” 

For Kolb, the girlfriend of his roommate 
was a constant presence, distracting his daily 


activities by lounging around the apartment 
when her boyfriend wasn’t even home. When 
she eventually broke Man Law No. i by inviting 
herself on guys-only outings, Kolb said he knew 
he needed to make a change. 

“It got to the point where I didn’t even want 
to be at home anymore because she annoyed 
me so much,” said Kolb, who said his liv- 
ing situation was particularly bad during the 
colder months because he would leave less 
frequently

mate-turned-lifth-wheeL 
Sumber, the therapist, recommended invit-
